Roy Rogers is noc only the King- of cowboys, but he is also a Chief 'of many 
Indian tribes. Born in Ohio, Roy is, himself, partly of Choctaw Indian ancestry, 
just like his little, six-year-old daughter, Dodie. Her real name is Mary little 
Doe, and she comes from a long line of chiefs who used to roam the land that 
is now the state of Mississippi. 

Not long ago, while in Wisconsin with her daddy, Dodie met Mr. Ed 
LaPlante, a Chippewa Indian, and Mr. Morris Wheelock from the Oneida tribe. 
She told them that her daddy needed a new war bonnet. So, they gave him one. 

Debbie Rogers, who is also six years old, was 'adopted from Korea. Her 
teal name is In Ai Lee, but, in American, she is called Deborah Lee, 

Roy teaches ail the members of his "tribe" (o be proud of their ancestry.
